and have the diſcreet, and ſuch as can ſee further than Others,'in great eſteem, and'- 
veneration; knowing this, that a good Counſeller,is the moſt profitable and Kings 
1y Pofſeſhon. Judge thoſe to be liklieſt to make your Kingdom who can beſt fux-. 
niſh.your underftanding : Honour your Friends with the Principal, and the moſt 
Benevolent with the trueft of your Honors. MES 2 | 
Deem the ſafeſt Guard of your perſon to be the Virtue of your Friends, ahd 
your own prudence, for theſe are the things by which Dominion is both gain'd, 
and maintained. Ee 
This is ſome of the advice of T/ocrates,” a moſt excellent and learned Orztor , 
who was accounted the wiſeſt Man' on. Earth ;' and indeed who rightly conſider 
his writings ( than which nothing can be more curious) will eafily imagine it to be: 
true. Sothat as Alexander the Great, often pronounced the Greek Heroes happy, 
for that they had Homer to izmortaliſe their Fame , by ſtreining the Quinteſſence, 
and Heroicneſs of Wiſadors, and Fortitnde to fo ſublime a pitch; ( which ) beſides 
that he was ſo Eminently learned himſelf, having been ſo long the ſcholar of A4ri- 
ſtotle, and fo great a Proficieck, that it became a queſtion, whether Alexander the 
Great 0w?d more to his Father Philipp, or to his Schoolwaſter Ariſtotle) 1 tancy a, 
7 -pick of that ſiagular Veneration he had for all learned men, teſtified by munifi- 
cent Bounty,and a warm {ympathiſing tenderneſs, above(I think)any other Exam- 
ples Hiſtory affords.) So may weeſteem Nicocles happy, who had Tſcerates (the 
wiſeſt man in the World )to be his Orator, And ſo may we Congratulate the hape 
pines of our moſt Gracious Monarch, and his Kingdoms in that 1icomparable Or a- ” 
tor Roger L'Eſtrange; who for Loyalty, Wiſdom, and Eloquence comes, but ig time, 
behind any of the Ancient Philoſophers; nay we may conclude all Princes and Po. 
zentates happy, who are accommodates with ſuch faithful worthy Orazours; and: 
do give ſuch Hozor j and Deference unto them as Alexander did, by which means - 


indeed, he might well become great. 
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
